When an all round diet consisting 


of the foods containing the 
three 


best known vitamins was fed to ani- 
mals, the animals grew and were 
healthy. 
Chemists then analyzed 


these foods, found out exactly what 
was in each food, made up foods con- 
taining the same elements) m the 
same proportions as in the foods, 
and fed these artificial foods 
to 


these animals. 


What happened? 
The animals became sick and lost 


weight, and were only restored to 
health by the natural foods 


The part of the 
food tbat was 


missing m the artificial foods was 
what is known as the vitamins. 


As the chemists were not able to 


separate them out from the food it 
was thought that they would never 
be actually known and named. 


So the three Tltamins were given 


the names A, B and C. The A found 
in animal fats, butter, fish oils, and 
fresh vegetables, the B in cereals, 
eggs, and yeast, and C in cabbage 
and fresh fruits. 


However they have now found a 


D and E vitamin, and the chemists 
tell us that vitamins are actual sub- 
stances, and that a good deal of their 
chemical nature is now known, and 
it will not be long until they hate 
them all definitely named, and their 
chesnical nature known completely. 
It was the entire lack of certain 
foods tbat caused definite diseases 
like scurvy, but now they are learn- 
ing that an insufficient quantity of 
any of these vitamins will cause dis- 
turbances in the body that slowly but 
steadily undermine tbe health. 


For instance, a lack of vitamin 


B, that is cereals or eggs, caused a 
slowness of tbe intestine that per- 
mitted intestinal poisoning of 
the 


blood. 
Whole wheat bread was of 


great help here. We are told by re- 
search men that a lot of the intes- 
tinal colics are due to a lack of 
Titumin B. 


A deficiency in vitamin A that is 


animal and fish oil or fat and fresh 
vegetables may mean a gradual loss 
In weight and strength. A lack of 
vitamin C, fresh fruits, may mean a 
softening of the bones and teeth. 


Within the next year or two our 


i chemists will likely know all about 


the vitamins now named A, B and C, 
and will be discovering new once. 
Certainly not In many years has any- 
thing as Important as these vitamins 
been brought to our knowledge. 
They mr* really the foundation of 
diet.
